D. Shipp. of 
Sumter county, were briefly enumer- 
ated as follows: 

First, economy in administration, 
in that fewer superintendents, board 
members and trustees are needed. In 
this connection attention was called 
to the fact that at present there are 
450 superintendénts in Georgia, or 1 
to every 1,600 pupils and 1 to every 
o¢ teachers. 


Would Stop Duplication. 
Second, saving in duplication in high 


Third, saving in adjustments due to 
changing city limits. 

Fourth, provides uniformity of text- 
books throughout the county. 

Fifth, it raises the standard of 
school work in the poorest sections. 

Sixth, the county is the logical unit 
of administration. The size of the 
average Georgia county is 370 square 
miles, and the average population 
18,000. 

In this connection, ‘following the 
address of Mr. Simmons, Senator 
Childs outlined a proposed bill to be 
introduced at the approaching session 
of the legislature, authorizing the 
merger of city and county school sys- 
tems on the county unit plan. An- 
other provision of the bill he outlined 
would revolutionize the system of se- 
lecting county superintendents, in that 
it would be provided that they be se- 
lected by a board of education from 
wherever the most efficient men could 
be found.

3 Plead for Merey. 

In passing the sentences, he stated 
that he would inflict a general penalty 
of six to ten years upon each of the 
bankers, with penalties of one year 
concurrently for each of the eleven 
separate indictments. 

These sentences mean that if the 
two prisoners serve six years each 
on good behavior, their terms will ex- 
pire at the end of that time. Judge 
Newt A. Morris and Robert Brumby, 
attorneys tor the defendants, pleaded 
for mercy of the court.

New York, April 20.—A girl whose 
fiance went forth to fight for his flag 
four year ago, and from whom no 
word had come since the day of a 
charge on which he was taken pris- 
oner by the Germans, sat weeping in 
a Brooklyn court today while lawyers 


legal proof of his death. 


: EXCHANGE LOST MONEY | 


The girl was Miss Elenore R. 
Knapp. Her suitor was Ernest Charl- 
ton Mason, of the 106th United States 
infantry. The cause of her presence 
in court was a contest brought by 
Henry R. Mason, the boy’s uncle, of 
a verbal wish,. whispered to a com- 
rade, that if he did not live through 
the charge, he wished all his estate to 
go to his fiancee. 

Attorneys for: the uncle contended 
that the certificate of death, issued by 
the United States government, did not 
constitute proof of the soldier’s death. 
They argued that no witness had testi- 
fied to his end; that if he had died, 
it was in a German prison hospital; 
that before death could be legally 
proved the boy would have to be miss- 
ing seven years. 

Fellow Prisoner Talks. 


Attorneys for Miss Knapp argued 
that there was no question of the 
death, as they produced as a witness 


James F. Loomis, the comrade _ to 
whom Mason mae his verbal will. 
Loomis testified that he had been in 
the same prison camp with Mason, 
that he had seen him lying ill on the 
ground with influenza for ten days 
before he was taken away in an am- 
bulance and his death reported. 

The girl wept softly in her hand- 
kerchief as the story of a war romance 
that ended in death for one and a 
broken heart for another was retold. 
In her eyes was a look, as if she were 
gazing not on a courtroom scene, but 
on that stretch of battleground de- 
scribed by Oscar LL. Westgate, her 
fiance’s bunkie. 

Had Premonition. 


In the early morning of September 
27, 1918, Westgate testified, he and 
Mason were seated in a dugout in an 
outpost trench. The rain was pouring 
in through-the:leaky roof. ‘Then the 
word was flashed down the line thai 
the division would advance. In‘a few 
minutes the men would scramble over 
the top. 

Mason turned to him, Westgate 
of his engagement: He said that he 
felt death near. “If L.don't come 
through this,’ he said, “I want Bile- 
‘nore to have all my estate.”

Genoa, April 20 —Though the dis- 
pute as to whecher Lloyd George was 
aware cf the Kussian-German nego- 
tiations, is interesting as indicating 
the atinusphere of suspicion and irri- 
tation surrounding the conference.

creates. 

This situation is both grave and 
complicated.

Constitutional Bar to Rev- 
enue Raising By Upper 
House Collides With 
President’s Veto Threat.

Washington, April 20.—(By Consti- 
tution Leused Wire.)—It is generally 
agreed today, following further con- 
ferences between republican senators 
and President Harding that the ex- 
ecutive will veto any form of soldier 
bonus legislation that does not carry 
with it a well-defined method of rais- 
ing the funds. With this new threat 
hanging over the measure, following 
so closely the republican senate can- 
cus in which it was agreed to speed 
up the passage of the bonus bill, the 
whole bonus tangle becomes more 
acute. In the meantime there is a 
sentiment developing in favor of de- 
“4 until the British debt is adjust- 
e 


It was learned today that the sen- 
ate caucus was intended primarily for 
u% consideration of the tariff, but at 
the insistence of Senators Lenroot 
and McCormick the meeting developed 
into a discussion of the bonus ques- 
tion. Eftorts were made to have the 
caucus favor calling up a bonus bill 
within three weeks. Then came the 
first snarl. Should the house bill be 
reported or should the senate finance 
committee frame a bill that would 
fulfill the president’s stipulation? 

Senator Lenroot declared that the 
senate had no constitutional right to 

a bill of its own providing for 
Beene. Over the house mcasure 
hung the probability of a veto. Ac- 
cordingly, the caucus voted to modify 


the three weeks demand by agreeing 
that a bonus bill in some form should 
be reported by the committee “with- 
in a reasonable time.” 

“™ Senators Cautious. 

From the caution with which Sen 
ators discussed the question today, 
it was apparent that the president's 
threat of a veto is looked upon with 
more respect in the senate than in the 
house. Republican senators admit 
that there was no chance of a sales 
tax being attached to\any bonus leg- 
islation in either house, 

The present dilemma of senate lead 
ers is due to the fact that the con 
stitution forbids the senate from orig- 
inating any revenue measure. Thus 
the senate is unable under the law 
to frame a bonus bil] that would meet 
President Harding’s approval, and 
should it pass the house bill teh meas- 
ure would be opposed by a veto. 

A eanvass of the senate shows 4 
majority of at least 50 in favor of 
a bonus bill of some kind. It is prob- 
able that the sentiment is so over- 
whelming that the senate would pass 
any bill reported by the committee 
regardless of the consequences of a 
veto following. What the senate lead- 
ers seek is some method of fulfilling 
the president's demand. In contrast 
to suggestion for delay‘ are demands 
for early action that the measure may 
ve passed before the fall elections. 


Conflicting Views. 


Senator McCumber is understood to | 


be in favor of immediate p@@are of a 
bonus bill in some form. Senator 
Watson, of Indiana, on the other 
band, is supported by a number of 
republican senators in delaying ac- 
tion until a plan is worked out for 
the utilization of the British debt. 

The only other suggestion for pro- 
viding the revenue is for a “rider” 
to the tariff bill. The objection to 
this plan is voiced in some quarters, 
however, that it would be interfering 
with the constitutional prerogatives 
of the house, although the Payne-Al- 
drich law carried an amendment pro- 
viding for a corporation tax and the 
Underwood law had an ineome tax 
amendment inserted before its enact- 
ment. 

Those who argue for the delay of 
bonus legislation point out that by the 
end of June the allied debt fund com- 
mission, which began its labors yes- 


terday, may be able to have ready for 
issue $4,000,000,0U0 in bonds on the 
basis of future payments of the Brit- 
ish debt to this country. Encourage- 
ment to utilize the British debt for 
this’ purpose was given to somg sena- 
tors by Secretary Mellon’s letter to 
Senator McOumber, stating that. pay- 
ments of interest upon the debt would 
yield about $200,000,000. 
Favor Use of Loans. 

in the face of Mr. Mellon’s decla- 
ration several months ago that the 
proceeds of the funding operations 
should be devoted to the retirement 
of liberty bonds, there is a growing 
sentiment among senators in favor 
of using the British loans to under- 
write the bonus. This, Senator Wat. 
son said today, “would not cost the 
taxpayers one cent.” 

Attempts will be renewed by re- 
publican senators to persuade Presi- 
dent Harding to modify his views re- 
garding the bonus ana efforts will be 
made, to strike an agreement upon 
just what form of bill shall be report- 
ed by the senate finance committee.

Washington, April 20.—The propo- 
sal of Frederick E. Enggtrum, of Wil- 
mington, N. C., ter completion, lease 
and operation of the government’s ni- 
trate and power projects at Muscle 
Sheals, Ala., has been amended to ex- 
clude the Warrivr steam plant at 
Gorgas, Ala., from ‘he properties, it 
was proposed to lexse. 

A copy of the modified offer was 
made public by Cha‘rman Kakn, of the 
house military coynmittee, when that 
body resumed executive consideration 
of the various offers pending before it 
tor report to the horse. 

A letter written by Mr. Engstrum 
to Chairman Kahn, «aid the elimina- 
tion had been mae beceuse the “in- 


spection of the property indicates that 
this plant is so intimately interwoven 
with the Alabama evower company 
plant that it really forms an integral 
part of that plant, and probably can 
not be separated trerefrom without 
seriously interferine with its efficient 
operation.” 
Capacity Increase. 

The capacity of nitrate plants num- 
bers 1 and 2 is increesed by the modi- 
tied proposal by 5,000 and 30,000 kil- 
owatts, respectively. Mr. Engstrum 
said the increase was necessary in or- 
der to replace power lost by eliminat- 
ing the Warrior plant, the sales value 
of which was reported by the ordnance 
department to be $3,000,000.

The purpose of the advertiser 
resorting to such a ruse is, of 
course, to attract attention to his 
advertisement by first startling the 
wayfarer and imparting to him a 
nrill of the sense of danger. 

Thus he resorts to a method that 
is altogether wrong by making his 
advertisement appear to be some- 
thing that it is not. 

The theory upon which he moves 
is, perhaps, well founded; but the 
real value of such advertising is 
probably very largely lost in the 
natural feeling of resentment it en- 
genders in the conscience of the 
reader toward the perpetrator for 
frightening, or, at best, deceiving, 
him. 

It is trick advertising; it is ad- 
vertising by resort to practical 
joke methods; and it is bound to 
be deleterious, both to the adver- 
tiser and to the public welfare. 
Furthermore, it is dangerous in 
that its tendency is to cause auto- 
mobilists to become careless of, 
and eventually to disregard, genu- 
ine railroad crossing signs; which

Remarkable | ncrease Made 
In Four-Year High Schools 


“Never before in the state of Geor- 
gia have so many high schgols been 
erected or more money spent.in their 
construction than in 1921.” accord- 
ing to the annual report which E. A..- 
Pound, state high school supervisor, 
has just presented to M, L. Brittain, 
state superintendent of schools. 


There are, according to Mr. 
Pound’s report, only six counties in 
the state that are not maintaining 
a four-year high school. In three 
of these counties there are four- 
year denominational schools and all 
of them except one have developed 
junior nigh schools with the view 
of standardizing them within the 
next year or two. 

The marvelous rapidity of the de- 
velopment of the high schoo! in the 
state of Georgia can be appreciated 


from the statement that in 1905 
there were only seven . four-year 
high schools in the state, and in that 
year these schools only graduated 
a7 pupils. In 1921 the graduates 
from this same type of school had 
increased to 3,894, 

During the present schoo) year 
Mr. Pound 6tates in his report that 
256 four-year high schools have been 
conducted by the several counties 
in addition to 39 private schools of 
high grade, making a total of 295 
four-year schools above the seven 
grades of tne “common” schools. 
One hundred and eighty-two three- 
year high schools and 230 two-year 
schools have also been maintained 
as junior high schools and as schools 
that eventually will become fully 
standardized, 

Considering the fact that the de- 
velopment of schools above those 
grades in which were taught the 


elements of an English education 
were virtually prohibited by the 
State constitution until two years 
ago this growth has been nothing 
short of marvelous. It has attracted 
the attention of educators in al! 
states of the union and will- mate- 
rially contribute to raise the edu- 
cational rank of the state. 

Along with this development of 
high schools has come the improve- 
ment of the common schools of the 
State and the consolidation of more 
than 300 school districts. Not long 
ago a company in Indiana thet sells 
school trucks wrote State Superin- 
tendent of Schools M. L. Brittain 
that they had sold more trucks in 
Georgia than any other state in the 
union, 


Perhaps nothing has contributed 


| to this rapid development sg0 much 


as the passage of the Barrett-Rog- 
ers act, through which special aid 
is given to encourage the standard- 
ization of high schools and to foster 
consolidation. Through this act 61 
schools haye been aided during the 
present year to the extent of $1,000 
each, 

These 61 schools, in order to qual- 


ify for this aid, spent for buildings,

Of Criticism From Prof. Pound 


Editor Constitution: Last Mon- 
day you published a card from one 
Mr, E. A. Pound, state high schoo] 
supervisor, severely criticising me 
for my method of advocating three 
great educational policies for the 
State of Georgia, viz: 

l. A large bond issue by the mu- 
nicipalities, counties and school dis- 
tricts of the state to be supplement- 
ed by help from the state at large. 

Z. A schoo) survey of the state. 

s. A Plan for reducing illiteracy. 

in this card Mr. Pound takes oc- 
casion to arraign me as a lover of 


publicity. as one willing to defame 
the state for self-glorification, as 
a man incapable of attaining to the 
knowledge of some other men in the 
State department, as one blinded by 
the clouds of politics. as one igno- 
rant of state conditions and many 
other unjust charges. 

I am thoroughly familiar with the 


work of the state department, ap- 
prectate this good work and desire 
to help it along. 

The article in question was so full 
of hurtful insinuations and unkind 
and unethical] statements that, be- 


lieving that the best way to under- 
stand men was to know them face 
to face, 1 called Mr. Pound and ¢old 
him that as 1 did not remember ever 
to have met him and as 1 regretted 
that he had expressed such an ad- 
verse opinion of me without the 
benefit of a personal acquaintance, 
1 should be pleased to have him eat 
lunch with me and that after dis- 
cussing matters, I felt that he might 
at least do me the justice of cor- 
recting some impressions his article 
might make concerning me. He ac- 
cepted my invitation and came over 
to meet me, 

At this lunch I stated to Mr. Pound 
that the article to which he referred 
was one appearing as qa news item, 
was not over my signature, as Il 
saw it, could reflect on no one.

I fully expected that such courtesy 
as I had accorded Mr. Pound would 
have met with @ more generous re- 
sponse. 

As to my stand against illiteracy, 
for bonds for schools, and for a 
state survey, I will state that I 
most emphatically favor these prop- 
ositions, but in doing so I meant no 


reflection on any of the good work 
which the state department is doing. 
l stated to the reporter who was 
taking down the statistics on ijllit- 
eracy from Mr. Brittain’s office that 
l preferred that all matters con- 
cerning state affairs should come 
from the state office. I cannot see 
why I should be assailed as I have 
because I happened to advocate the 
Very princivles for which all the 
educators of Georgia stand. 

I am not in politics. I believe I 
do understand some of the educa- 
tional problems of city and state. 
I will not condescend to use the typ 
of attack which Mr. Pound has use 
against me, I am sorry that his 
failure to do what he promised has 
occasioned this card.

Mr. Ware urged aid for South At- 
lantic and gulf ports, and to this end 
advocated continuance for five years | 
of shipping board trade routes frou ; 
such ports. | . 

Reminded by Representative Bank- 
head, democrat, Alabama, ythat the 
bill proposed withdrawal of the ship- 
ping board from trade routes and 
sale of its ships, if possible, within 
30 months, Mr. Ware said it might 
prove practical to sell the government 
merchant fleet in that length of time. 
The government, he held, should be 
prepared to continue operation of 
“weaker” trade routes until strong 
privately-owned lines could be estab- 
lished. 

Mr. Ware appeared before the com- 
mittees as a representative of the 
Mississippi Valley ' association, the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and 
the Chicago World Trade club. 

“Asked by Representative Bland, 
democrat, Virginia, if he had any 
idea how much the bill if enacted 
would cost the American public, the 
witness said he had no definite idea, 
but whatever the cost, the benefits 
wonld make the expenditures worth 
while. 

Urging prompt congressional action 
on the bill Mr. Ware. said it was 
“now or never” with a merchant ma- 
rine.

Fight to Oust 


Marquardt Lost 
At Labor Meet 


Battle Waged to Place Ma- 
con Man in Position Held 
By Atlantan. 


Macon, Ga., April 20.—(Special.) 
The Georgia Federation of Labor, at 
its session this afternoon, killed a 
resolution apparently designed to leg. 
islate out of office Louis P, Marquard: 
as secretary and treasurer of the fed- 
eration. The resslution provided for 
a change in the constitution as to 


the eligibility of officers. 

There was no reference to Mr. Mar- 
quardt in the resolution, however, nor 
was the name of any officer aentioned. 

The resolution, which came out of 
committee this afternoon, reached the 
floor of the convention in the form uf 
an adverse -report. There was a 
minority report, however, signed by 
H. N. Clark, of the committee. It 
was over the adoption of the report 
of the committee that the fight oc- 
curred on the floor of. the convention, 
which took up practically the whole 
afternoon’s session. 


Provided Change. 


The resolution as presented to the 
committee and on which the majority 
of the committee reported adversely 
provided for a change in the consti- 
tution of the state organization so 


that only persons actively working at 
their trades. could become eligible for 
officers of the federation. Mr. Mar- 
quardt is a clerk in the solicitor-gen- 
eral’s office in Atlanta. 

Jim Kane, of Savannah, interrupted 
the proceedings repeatedly during the 
afternoon on points of order for in- 
formation, and to discuss the subject 
in general. Finally all speakers were 
limited to five minutes each. During 
the proceedings Mr. Kane stated that 


he had another resolution that he de- 
sired to submit to the committee, cov- 
erung the same subject. He led a 
fight to have the matter referred to 
the committee on constitution and 
by-laws, so that it could be reported 
back in the morning. 

During the discussion Jerome Jones, 
editor of the Atlanta Journal of La- 
bor. was called upon for a ruling. He 
held that the delegates elected by the 
different locals must be seated, even 
though they were not actively engaged 


lat their trades. 


“You have the power not to elect 
him to office in the federation if you 
so desire,” said Mr. Jones, “but you 
must seat him.” 

a Still Speaks. 

Lather Still, of Atlanta, a repre- 
sentative of the Typographical union 
of that city. made a fiery speech, dur- 
ing which he walked through the rows 
of delegates, shouting. “I’ll work for 
the man who wears the overalls.” At 
the same time he said he “loved Louis 
Marquardt and all of the other offi- 
cers” of the convention.

Paul Donehoo, coroner of Fulton 
county, a blind delegate, who. was 
recognized by the chairman, declared 
that a delegate qualifies for office 
when he shows his ability to conduct 
himself and hig organization along 
same lines. 

There was reference to political job- 
holders during the discussion. 

“You’ve brought politics into this,” 
declared George A. Wimberly, Macon 
machinists’ delegate. ‘I’m bringing 
politics into it, too, when I call atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. Donehoo 
bimself is a political job-holder.” 

Attempts to refer the resolutions té 
committee were voted down, and the 
question of concurring in the report 
of the committee was put to a vote, 
the motion carrying by a large ma- 
jority. 

The fight was said to have been an 
opening play to place W. A. Me- 
Kenna, seczetary of the Macon Fed- 
eration of Trades, in the position of 
secretary of the state f-deration. 

The election of officers will come 
on the final session, either Friday aft- 
ernoon or Saturday morning.

The antenna system of the radio transmitter has a natural wave 
length. By means of the aerial tuning inductance a wave may be radi- 
ated which is longer than the natural wavelength.

ONLOOSE COUPLER 


One of the most popular and. best 
known pieces of aparatus that is used 
in a radio receiving set is the loose 
coupler. Thousands -of these intru- 
ments have been sold throughout the

Charles P. Steinmetz, chief consuit- 
ing engineer of The General Electric 
company, delivered from broadcast- 
ing station Wednesday night. 

They were, first that radio waves 
and light are the same thing and, sec- 
ond, that the theory of “ether” must 
be abandoned as unsound and unrea- 
sonable. : 

The only difference between radio 
and light, Professor Steinmetz declar- 
ed, is in the wave leingth. The wave 
over which he spoke to wireless fans, 
he explained, had a length of 360 
meters. The wave length of a beam 
of light is only one twenty-thousandth 
of a centimeter. The wave length of 
the X-ray is 100 times shorter. And, 
on the other hand, the electrie-magnet- 
ie wave of long distance transmission 
lines has a length of 5,000,000 meters. 

“A radio wave passes through a 
brick wall,” he said, ‘“‘because’ the 


| thickness of even the thinnest sheet 


of metal is many times the wave 
length of a light wave.” 

Passing on to the question of ether, 
Steinmetz declared that ‘‘the be- 
lief in an ether must be abandoned as 
being contradicted by Einstein’s theory 
of relativity, while is now meeting 
general acceptance.” 

“For a long time we have believed,” 
he said, “that light is a wave motion 
of some hypothetical thing, called the 
ether. This theory never was satis- 
factory, because it required that the 
ether must be so extremely thin that 
the earth and all bodies move through 
it with terrific speed—100,000 feet a 
second—without any trace of friction, 
and at the same time the ether must

is unreasonable.” 

Dr. Steinmetz explained the

and which “if they alternate nearly a 
hundred million of million times a se- 
cond form a beam of light.” 
“There is no such thing as_ the 
ether,” he concluded, “and if in an at- 
tempt to be progressive we talk about 
ether waves and ether telegraphy, we 
fre just the opposite—behind time. 
Thus, let us stop talking about tele- 
graphing through the ether and rather 
speak of telegraph of electric-magnet- 
ic waves.

When 
they looked it up in a dictionary, the 
definition was “a slaughter.” Feeling 
that this was a mistake, they sought 
another dictionary, only to find the 
meaning “a killing.” Much alarmed, 
but still hopeful, they found a third 
dictionary, which gave the same defi- 
nition, but in a little footnote admit- 
ted that a barbecue “might be a 
feast.” And so Montreal risked com- 
ing, and the pretty delegates from 
the Canadian city were among the 
most appreciative guests at the long 
tables among the trees on the golf 
links, when the barbecue luncheon 
was served which they first went to 
see while it was in course of prep- 
aration in the pits in a nearby ravine.

The sums. of money which the 
leagues are making tarough their awn 
efiorts and devoting to welfare work 
of many kinds are 3sumewhat stagger- 
ing. 

But more impsiant than the 
amount of money mate and expended, 
is the fact that wth every donation 
goes the personal service of the league 
members, Scarcely ever does a league 
give money unless «t the same time 
it is permitted to support or follow 
up the gift with service 

Thus the league kecps in touch with 
the manner of the spending of its 
money; and the leagues can not de- 
generate into mere money-making ma- 
chines, but through }¢rs?¢nal work the 
members develop the habit and the 
love of service and a real skill in wel- 
fare work. 

For instance, it was remarked that 
in many cases where the league mem- 
bers give their service in such social 
organizations as the «.ssociated Chari- 
ties, many girls take rcgular courses 
of study in social seryice work, in or- 
der that their volunteer efforts may 
be genuinely efficient. 

Another importa.c feature of league 
work as revealed in the reports is the 
educational service tie various organi- 
zations are doing. For instane, they 
start work in a eh‘liren’s ward of a 
hospital, not only eniertaining the lit- 
tle patients, but tesching them, in 
order that they may not fall behind 
in their school wu. while they are 
sick. They supply eguipn:ent not pro- 
vided by the hospita:* they organize 
moter transport service to get the 
children to and from the clinics, ete. 
Oftentimes their effort ‘s at first dis- 
couraged, even by the Lorpital authori- 
ties, but in the end it is not only ap- 
preciated, but they are asked to take 
over the whole children’s clinic; that 
is, to supply the building and equip- 
ment, and themselves act as nurses’ 
hélpers, 

Similarly they have taught munici- 
malities the value of certain welfare

The Point System. 

The “point system.” as it is being 
practiced by many of the leagues, is 
most interesting. ‘The league of 
Poughkeepsie started it, and other 
leagues have taken it up 

The point system establishes a cer- 
tain minimum of work for every league 
member. She must give at least two 
hours personal work a week in some 
cities, or 60 hours a year, perhaps, and 
she can usually cheocse the kind of 
work she wifhes.

Where little strawberry forks are 
served with spring’s most favored fruit 
these should be utilized to spear each 
berry before conveying it to the 
mouth.

The stem is left on the service plate. 

Strawberries served with cream are 
eaten with a spoon, although if the 
cream is whipped or frozen, a fork 
may be used. Strawberry shortcake 
is always eaten with a fork. This 
rule applies also to strawberry tarts

The Fashion of Placing Black With

No one can escape the tyranny 
of new sleeves this season. ‘The 
French will tell you that none of 
irritates 
them to have to say so, just as they 
shrug their shoulders when the new- 


ness of long skirts is accentuated by 
Americans. “New to you, madame,” 
is their invariable answer. For to 
the French mind, where clothes are 
concerned, what is old and what is 
new is governed by Paris and its ac- 
ceptance or refusal. 

The sleeves of the season, espe- 
cially those which have developed 
odd and distinctive traits, stimulate 
the French, however, whether or not 
they acknowledge them as new. And 
they stimulate Americans to much 


endeavor and ingenuity. An extraor- 
dinary arm covering redeems, to the 
average mind, a plain straight frock 
of any fabric.

Look at the frock in the sketch. 
Two things redeem it from common- 
placeness: the management of the 
shoulders and the use of coarse black 
lace for sleeves that form a cape in 
the back.

He tound the green baise tavies 
which betore were occupied by tie 
conterence delegates, now crowded 
to overtlowing by the writers. Ke- 
moving his winter overcoat, with 
which Mr. Lioyd George seeks ww 
avoid the April chills ot Genoa, he 
rather weariiy stroked his thick white 
locks. His first words gave disap- 
pointment. “1 came not to make a 
speech but rather to answer questions 
and, so, clear up misunderstandings.” 
be said, but immediately added: 
“God is in Heaven, and the conter- 
ence at Genoa still lives, and is going 
strung. The public muy be said to 
be divided into two categories—tbose 
who want to see the conference suc- 
ceed, and those who would like to see 
it go down in defeat. But the latter 
will not see their desire crowued.

“I don’t want to anticipate the 
character of the soviet answer to our 
proposals for a general accord with 
iussia,”’ continued the premier, “but 
]1 wouid be sprurised if it were not 
of such a character as to permit us 
to go on with our work of recon- 
structing the convulsed and devas- 
tated continent. he subcommittee 
on political affairs will meet tomor- 
row to consider the soviet reply, which 
is due tonight or tomorrow.” 

The meeting of the premier and 
newspapermen was then thrown open 
to questions, with the understanding 
that all should be submitted in writ- 
ing. This announcement curbed the 
enthusiasm of some who seemed pre- 
pared to submit the British leader to 
a grilling cross-examination. The 
first question was: “Why does Dr.

Chicago, April 20.—Comparative 
trials of steel and wooden-shafted 
golf clubs were made yesterday by three 


expert players before officers of the 
Western Golf association, at HEdge- 
water club, but a sixty-mile gale with 
snow on its wings made the experi- 
ment inconclusive and decision as to 
whether the steel-shafted clubs should 
be barred as mechanical appliances 
was deferred for further tests in fair 
weather. : 

Jock Hutchison, local professional, 
who is British open golf champion, 
Laurie Ayton, of Evanston, another 
Seotch professional, and Chick Evans, 
formerly national champion, playea 
several shots into the ‘teeth of the 
gale with both iron and wood and 
then did the same with the wind. The 
wind all but swept the players off 
their feet, but several fair shots were 
made, and they indicated little if 
any difference between the steel and 
the wood. The best shots against the 
wind carried about 175 yards, while 
with the hurricane at their backs the 
balls, carried 250 yards.with no roll 
on account of the soft turf. 

The players said they could dis- 
tinguish little difference in the stee, 
shaft, that it gave them no added 
distance or accuracy and did not over- 
come a bad swing. 

The contention for 


the steel shatrt 


is that it is more uniform than wood, 
cheaper and more durable. Manu- 
facturers of golf clubs, who camé 
from out of town to see the tests, 
said that, although the steel shaft 
had been barred in Great Britain 
several years ago and recently by the 
U. S. Golf association, something 
would have to be allowed to take the 
place of wood, for second growth 
hickory was fast disappearing. 

George Mattern, of Dayton, Ohio, 
manager of one of the large manue 
facturers, said that while his concern 
had been able at first to get all the 
hickory they wanted near Dayton, 
they had been forced, with the spreau 
of golf, to reach further into the 
available supply until they had gone 
into Tennessee and now figured that 
7o per cent of the usual hickory 
had been exhausted. 

Hickory Disappearing. 

It is estimated that some 5,000,000 
feet of hickory is used annually fos 
golf clubs and nothing but second 
growth will answer. The presen? 
year promises a renewed spurt in the 
spread of golf. 

President Albert R. Gates, of thé 
W. G. A., and W. W. Harless, secre- 
tary, who watched today’s trials, said 
they saw nothing that would warrant 
barring the clubs. but preferred to re 
serve decision until better weathegs 
allowed a more thorouch test.
